POLITICAL CONTRIBUTIONS 
The taxpayer should be careful to 


omit any claim for contributions to 
funds gathered for propaganda and po- 
litical purposes. The allowable deduc- 
tions are definitely limited by law to 
organizations operated exclusively for 
charitable, scientific, educational, or 
religions purposes, for vocational re- 
habilitation, and for the prevention of 
cruelty to children and animals. 


After listing his contributions of an 


allowable nature, the taxpayer should 
see that he does not claim an amount 
over the limit established by law, 
which is 15 per cent of the year's net 
income, computed without the benefit 
of this deduction. 


Contributions may be made in cash 


or other property; if other than cash, 
the value of the property must be ac- 
curately determined. Subscriptions or 
promises to contribute should not be 
considered, th« allowance providing 
only for contributions actuVlly made.

compromise between Itaiy and Jugo- 
slavia has been postponed indefinitely 
—probably until the middle of April— 
•when the supreme council will meet in 
Rome. Following the collapse of the 
direct negotiations between 
Premier 


Xitti, of Italy and Foreign Minister 
Trumbuch, of Jugo-Slavia. the former 
is preparing to leave London tomor- 
row. 


His decision to return to Itaiy has 


been hastened by the serious economic 
conditions at home, where two meat- 
less days a week have been establish- 
ed, and the bread ration is lower than 
it was in war time. 


Former Premier Pasitich of ServJa. 


who is in London looking after Servian 
interests and Premier Xitti. both pro- 
fessed astonishment over report from 
Washington that 
President 
Wilson 


would oppose any 
compromise be- 


tween Servia (the nucleus state of 
the aevr Jngo-Slav nationl and Italy, if 
it departed from the proposals of De- 
cember 9, to which Frank L. Polk, 
then representing the United States 
at the peace conference, had subscrib- 
ed. M. Pasitich declared that ne de- 
sired farther clarification of President 
Wilson's views. Premier Xitti said he 
wished to emphasize the fact that he 
is ready for a broad compromise, bnt 
that he is unable to "understand why 
President Wilson Fhould do more for 
Jngo Siars than the Servians them- 
selves." 


From a source close to the Iianan 


premier, it was declared that Stgnor 
Xitti notv finds himself caught be- 
tween President WiJson"? stand and 
the Serb-Croatian Jack of unity. This 
informant continued: 


"Two spokesmen have appeared on 


the scene on behalf of Jugo-Slavia fac- 
tions. Former Premier Pasitich is the 
representative of the Servian which 
is ani:ous to prevent Fiume from out- 
rivaling Belgrade. 
M. Trunibuch is 


the spokesman for the Croatian eJ«- 
, ment." 


"The Servians desire a settlement 


' which will insure Belgrade's influence 
thmont the new state. Some Servian 
statesmen are believed ;o desire a 
continuance of the dispute with Italy 
over Tric-Fte so as to bring the differ- 
ent racial elements of Jugo-Slavia clos-
